Wounded and Missing. 


Overthrow ofthe Democratic Legislature ins 
New York, and Election of a Republican 
Secretary of State—Returns from 
Other States. 


NEW YORK. 
A Republican Legislature and Sec- 
retary of State. 

New York, Nov, 8.—The Sun gays: 
Maynard, for Secretary of State, appears 
to have run 30,000 votes behind his ticket 
in this city, Brooklyn, Rochester and 
Buffalo. Carr (Rep.) is elected by 16,000 
to 18,000 majority. Maxwell, Democratic 
candidate for Treasurer, lagged behind 
his ticket in the western part of the State, 
but probably pulls through. Russell, 
Republican candidate for Attorney-Gen- 
eral, leads Carr and the rest in Northern 


New York, but_ not enough to put him 
ahead of Dennis O’Brien, the Democratic 
nominee. Chairman Dave Manning, of 
the Democratic State Committee, tele- 
graphed that the chief feature of the elec- 
tion had been the cutting of Maynard, the 
Democratic candidate for State Secretary, 
in New York and Brooklyn by the liquor 
interest and in the large cities in the 
western part of the State through other 
causes. According to our latest reports 
the State ticket is elected by about 10,000 
Majority, except for Secretary of State, 
}who was defeated\by 15,000. The Legis- 
dature is Republican. The State Senate 
stands 19 Republicans to 13 Democrats. 
The Assembly stands 72 Republicans, 56 
Democrats. The total vote for the Mayor 
of Brooklyn ex-eeds that cast for the 
State ticket nearly 4,000. Lowe’s majority 
is 1688. The Tribune estimates Carr’s plu- 
rality at over 16,000, and says the other 
Republican candidates on the State ticket 
apparently lack only from 4000 to 6000 of 
election.

ALMOST A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Chas. Coons, a Brickmason, falls 
Twenty-five Feet from a Building 
Yesterday. 

Yesterday morning, at about 8 a. m.,a 
brickmason named*Charles Coons, em-

Being used as street paving blocks it is 
elastic, noiseless indestructiblé, much 
lighter than iron and free from absorption. 
This valuable invention is rapidly com- 
ing into use, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when it will be brought into general 
use here, and will open up an industry 
that will give profitable employment toa 
multitude. There will bea public exhibi- 
tion and test made at the Los Angeles City 
Water Works of the capacity of a six-inch 
pipe.
